Like 
another celebrated work, it contains "some 
Tory new things and soma very good things ; 
but the now things are not good, and thegoed 
things are not now." It is principally taken 
from the present bill which is in Committee, 
and which, in its tnrn, has been taken Iron, 
the Melbourno Incorporation Act. Tho most 
prominent feature iu the Dootor's bill (no al- 
lusion, of course, to h's professional one) is the 
method of raising a revenue. Tho licensea are 
magnanimously ignored, and property is made 
the sole source of the Municipal irjeome. — 
Real estate and house property arc, no doubt, 
the beat bases of all taxation ; but we are 
afraid a Victorian Corporation is scarcely in 
the extraordinary position to be able to dis- 
pense with the usual superstructure of licen- 
ses arid other taxes of a personal nature. Old 
established communities might possibly do 
without these, although wo cannot discern any 
such disposition on their part; but with a 
fluctuating population liks ours — with so 
largo a number of transient traders— it is just 
as well that ovary one should bo placed as 
nearly as possible on an equal footing in con- 
tributing to the revenue of the cily. We 
might go into this subject at length, and show 
how utterly inadequate would bo the system 
of the doctor's " rales," not only to meet the 
requirements of a municipal expenditure, but 
to deal out jti3tico to all classes of our popu- 
lation. We shall content ourselvep, howover, 
at present, with giving a short review of this, 
if not instiuotive, at least interesting bill. 

In the first place we are told that the Act 
shall come into operation on the 1st July ; 
but as we advance in the bill, we perceive the 
election cannot take placo before Nov., 1865. 
The indebtedness of the city in the mean- 
time will amount to §25,000; but this we 
presume is to be repudiated, as not a hint of 
Buch a state of affairs appears in tho Doctor's 
bill. The new Council would probably get 
ir.lo working ordor at the commencement of 
18G6, and, provided they could collect taxes 
(which from the geueral ambiguity of the 
clauses, is exceedingly doubtful) might be in 
a position to improve the streets by 1867 — 
rather a hopeful piospect we must admit. 
The bill, therefore, we cannot help thinking 
is a joke covertly designed by the Doctor to 
curry out his idea that the inhabitants of 
Victoria neither require nor desire a Corpo- 
ration. 

The next part of the measure is the total 
absence of city boundaries. An allusion is 
made to the " Schedule hereto," but as there 
is no such schedule affixing any limits what- 
ever, the inhabitants are required to have a 
bouudless imagination as well as a boundless 
city. As an indication of economy, tho bill 
appoints tho Acting Auditor Gonernl of 
Vancouver Island auditor to the Corporation, 
at a salary of S500 a year. The Council's 
auditor last year cost the city §100— a sum 
quito enough for Ihe duty to be performed 
Tho, Doctor, howover, is not content with 
throwing $-100 away, but he must needs add 
tho £100 to an already well paid official 
deparlment. Further on, however, and as a 
sample of one of the numerous incongruities 
with which the bill abounds, we find the Au 
ditor is to bo elected. The 87th clauso com- 
mences "Any person who shall have, or claim 
to have, any right to vote in any election o 
Mayor, or Councillor, ur Auditor." 

Instead of one assessor we are to have six 
but as a master-stroke of economy, these of- 
ficers are to be tho members of the Council ! 
"Two shall be nppointed lor each ward by 
the Council out of their own body, but no 
Councillor shall be appointed Assessor for 
the ward from whioh he was elected to the 
Council." We aro renlly afraid that tho 
magnanimity demanded by this clause w ill 
scarcely bn found in our City Council. While 
the Doetur was drawing on the gratuitous 
services of the members to perform the rou 
tine duty of Assessor, why did he not stretch 
the point a little, and include tho Town Clerk 
and Collector also. As]a further sample ol 
"variations,"' howovor, we find in tho previous 
page the nsseiiing business arranged thus : 
"The Council shull have lull power and au- 
thority to order and direct an assessment to 
be made by two Assessors and the Collector." 
"You pays your money, and you lakes your 
choice, my little dears." 

The following are some of the specimens 
of Llndley Murray which are to bo found 
very generously distributed throughout the 
bill. After stating that at the first election 
the voters shall be those on tho registration 
list "for the election of representatives to 
serve in the Legislative House of Assembly." 
Ihe clause concludes, " and at such election 
each voter on such list shall have a voto for 
the Mayor and lor each Councillor for their 
respective wards." And again — "any person 
who ahull have, or claim to have, any right to 
vole i.i any election of Mayor, or Councillor, 
or Auditor, under this Act, shall, alter the 
passage or this Act, ask or take any money," 
&o. We might cull many such absurdities 
from tho bill before us, but wo think our 
readers have had enough of them. We do 
not charge Dr. Trimble with being the 
author of so ungmmtnalical a production 
because we know him to he an educated 
gentleman ; but wo are rather afraid his 
amanuensis is a little wanting. Tho start- 
ling blunders in the bill, with tho numerous 
contradictions contained in every page, will, 
no doubt, bo quito sufficient to decide its 
late at the second rending to-day, Wo aro 
only sorry that Dr. Trimble should huve bean 
induced bj indiscreet friends to "father" such 
a legislative abortion, and to introduce it at 
so inopportune a moment as Ilia present. 
There is neither order nor regularity in tho 
clauses, and tho whole affair sooms tho 
greatest jumble over which any amateur 
Statesman could fritter away his limo.

Alarming reports continue to reach us of tho 
drouth in California, and there is evidently no 
Speculative motive to instigate them. Everything 
is drying up there, and Oregon must be depended 
upon to furnish California with a great portion of 
her breadstuff* the coming year. We lee large 
profits to result from Oregon farmers putting in 
good crops, and we hope they will see tho import- 
ance • ' doing so, hoforo it is too lata.

Several passengers who arrived on tho An- 
derson left Portland on the 17th, having cross- 
ed over from Pomlrey's Landing t) Olyinpia. 
I'hej' report tho road in a shocking state, and 
scarcely traversable. Some of the party had 
been up to Boise with the rush. They stale 
that it is a fine country, but it cannot possib- 
ly support the largo numbers who have bo 
recklessly migrated lliithor. Peoplo were 
met on their way up ut the rato of about 100 
a-day, and numerous pack-trains and animals 
were on tho road. The lilua Mountains, 
which had been impassable all the winter.cao 
now be crossed. Our informants add, that 
in their opinion, large numbers will soon be 
leaving, and by June next possibly 2,000 men 
will have left for Cariboo. No capitalists 
have as yet gouc up, tho majority consisting 
of laboring men with small means. These 
cannot themselves afford to work quartz 
claims, and will consequently havo to hire 
out thair labor, when there are no quarlz 
mills in tho country to offer I hem employ- 
ment. The general opinion was thai this 
season at Boise would be u poor one, in con- 
sequence of the anticipated want of water for 
mining purposes.

Kohtukss Monkok, March 12; — Tha steam- 
er I'eterholf collided uud sunk oil' Wilmington. 

Washington, March 13. — Gen. Lew. Wal- 
lace has been assigned to thecommuud of the 
Middle Department — head-quarters ut Balti- 
more. 

New York, March 13. — Tho Morning Star 
from Now Orleans on tho Sth, has arrived. — 
Governor H.ihn was inaugurated on the 4th 
instant. 

Gen. Boauregaul'a wife died at Neiv Or- 
leans on the 2nd. Tho burial took place on 
the 4th, and was the largest ever seen in New 
Orleans. Over 6 000 persons were in attend- 
ance. General Hanks kindly extended per- 
mission to the Hteumor Nebraska, to convey 
the remains n few miles up the river to her 
father's plantation. The corpse was followed 
to the levee by thousands of ladies, who de- 
sired to take a last farewell of one who was 
loved and esteemed by all. 

Goneral Sherman has arrivod at Now Or- 
leans. His la'te expedition he calls a big 
raid. In this raid he took 11,000 mules, 
•1,000 contrabands, 5,000 prisoners, ami a 
largo amount ol supplies. 

Cairo, March 13. — Memphis dalus nro re- 
ceived to lust Friday. Gen. Ilcrron had ar- 
rived there from New Orleans on Thursday, 
An expedition which went up Yazoo when 
Sherman moved on Meridian, had returned to 
Vioksburg. It reached Fort Pemb'ertOD and 
returned to Yazoo Oity before commands 
had disembarked. 

Hu.Us wcro sent to Vioksburg ladin with 
cottun. While awaiting the return of boats, 
the troops were attacked on the 5th by two 
brigades of rabel cavalry. The fighting was 
desperato, lasting from ten until lour o'clock. 
Men fought in the streets hand to naud. Our 
luss was 18 killed; tho enemy's much groater. 
The boats returned on Sunday, and tho troops 
re-embarked and retnrnod to Vicksburg. 

Washington, March 13. — The Indian Bu- 
reau is taking preliminary measures for the 
return of Indian refugees to lvansas, number- 
ing about 8,000, who were driven out by tha 
secession difficulties. Their return will not 
be immediately effected. 

New York, March 13. — The steamer Ful- 
ton, Iron 1'ort Royal on the 10th, brings in- 
telligence that Capt. Iveilchum, of the Island 
City, captured two largo torpedoes near the 
mouth of the Savannah river, evidently in- 
tended for tho destruction of the blockade 
squadron.

It wa3 ex- 
pected the rebels would attack Jacksonville 
iho next day, if not our forces would soon 
advance. 

Savannah news of the 9d contains an nc- 
coiiut ol the capture of the rebel ship Eliza 
with a cargo valued at $20,000. 

Nkw York, March 14, — The World's New 
Orleans Islter thinks there is reason to expect 
success ol the Red River expedition.

GOVERNOR KENNEDY. 

The following extract, from nn Irish paper, 
may serve to sliow tha high estimation in 
which our future (iovernor is held" in another 
land, ainony thoau who may be presumed to 
havo had, from lonj acquaintance, good op- 
portunities of judging of his character and ad- 
ministrative abilities : 

Many as tho British Colonial Governors 
have boun, by whom moie or less merit was 
acquired in their offices, few, if any. could 
have labored more honorably oi more nn- 
wuariedly in their spheres, than the generous 
and hignniiudeit gentleman who is named 
above. And widely within those spliers.s as 
Iho services of the officers may have- been 
known, we are not award of an instance in 
which thu records wero so various or the ac- 
knowledgments so full ns tlio.ii) that testify to 
tha cjual i t ies and services by which Captain 
Kennedy earned tho respect, confidence and 
gratitude of nil ranks and clafsei in Western 
Austialia. 

Am da k , ihe drawbaoks of a struggling and 
anomalous social slate, his administrative abil- 
ity and untiring zeal were recognised and ap- 
preciated by every order, and iho amiable 
benoioleiica and courtesy too ot the female 
members of his family appreciated by the 
highest aud best of his and then own sex in 
that distant land. The Governor's residence 
was indeed a place in which manly bospilul- 
ly and feminine gentleness appea-;od dissen- 
sions, an mated concord, and led to the ha,- ! 
muny of parties elsewhere. 

The peculiar difficulty of Ihe Governor's 
task in Western Australia, was the disposal 
of the criminal population, imported in all 
the vigor of its iniqoilie* from the mother 
land. We seo how the English und Irish 
calendars are reddened by the crimes of re- 
turned convicts; and how, in these civil- 
ized und settled kingdoms, the scattered 
brands inflame ovils that would otherwise, 
perhaps remain inactive, and therefore inno- 
cuous. Here the contents of tha docks and 
convict ships aro scattered and separated; bul 

Western Australia lor years they wore dis 
embarked in Ihe bulk — bearing grout danger 
because they bore force. The lirmneSB, the 
mildness, iho judgment of men possessed by 
iho (iorornor, dissipated the danger, and util- 
ized Ihe forco. And lo him is due, in the 
woids of otiu of the addresses, the security ol 
life and properly, enjoyed in the Colony, not- 
withstanding that many dangerous men were 
at large. And lo him, in Ihe words of an- 
other of tbo documents, is attributable that 
for llie years during which he held the ollico 
of Governor, the Colony experienced a du 
gree of peace, progress and prosperity, never 
known in the history ol tho settlement belorn 
He never delegated to another the duty which 
ho could discharge himself, and he never re 
served for his punonnl pleasure the liiue lie 
cuuhl dedicate to Ihe public service. This 
was his characteristic Id another position, 
when he protected the destitute, anil risked 
his life amongst the diseased and the starved. 
We shall adopt the summary ol his services, 
written in a paragraph of tho address pre- 
sented by the members of the Civil Service 
of the Ciown, and close this brief notice with 
the tribute they pay lo his high public worth: 
"He tins left tho Colony unincumbered with 
debt; aud with nn adequate revenue fairly 
aud equally raised] will) large and increasing 
exports; and undisturbed by leligious or po- 
litical dissension;''' so line is tho charm that 
integrity exercises, and so solid iho eflectn 
that ability und experience united produce.
